The State Patrol 
Proves Its Case 


The safety there is in numbers was 
clearly demonstrated on Georgia high- 
ways during the extended holiday 
week end. The State Patrol turned 
out in force to see that motorists stayed 
in line—on curyes and hills and with 
the law. 

The result was four fatalities, low- 
est week-end count in the history of 
the patrol, as compared to an ordinary 
week-end toll of 12 to 20 deaths. 

Col. W. C. Dominy, the patrol direc- 
tor; gives credit to the public for its 
co-operative attitude, to sheriffs’ staffs 
and county and city police for their 
helpful efforts and to the press. 

But responsible, too, and to a large 
measure, is the fact that the director 
had on overtime duty his complete 
staff of 326 men. Most of them, in- 
cluding the boss, were out on the road. 
On ordinary week ends the patrol force 
is around 200 men. 

The extra 126 troopers helped make 
a difference which we hope the General 
Assembly notes carefully the next time 
it considers enlarging the State Patrol. 
The last suggestion of a personnel boost 
was turned down on the grounds that 
“we can’t afford it.” 

Actually, traffic on our roads has 
grown to the point that we can’t afford 
not to increase the size of the enforce- 
‘ment agency. Mileage of paved high- 
way has increased. But what makes 
the situation really critical is the way 
Georgians have gone out and bought 
cars. 

Last year, we broke into the million- 
car class with a motor vehicle registra- 
tion of 1,021,722. At midyear in 1953 
the figure is 1,023,471 and still climb- 
ing. In 1946, total registration was 
583,000. 

In statistics anyone can understand 
that means two cars on the road today 
for every one that was there seven 
years ago. 

That fact, coupled with the injury 
and death toll, is the basic argument 
for more troopers. 

But don’t blame the legislators and 
the administration alone for the fact 
that we don’t have them. The blame 
rests finally on public opinion. 

The nation’s foremost traffic safety 
consultant, Frank Kreml, said that last 
week in rebuking the Colorado Legis- 
lature as short-sighted in not giving the 
highway patrol the 75 additional men 
it was asking for. 

He said the real failure is in lack 
of “organized public support, positive 
public opinion leading to effective posi- 
tive action.” 

Mr. Kreml could have said that in 
~Georgia. One of these days, the chances 
are he will.

Disaster in Texas 
Is National Concern 


We have pointed out the inconsist- 
encies of those who attack federal pro- 
grams as “socialistic” until the time 
comes when they need federal help. 
Most recent, of course, was the case of 
Texas—a ‘‘states’ right” stronghold— 
which went to Washington with hat in 
hand for relief from drought conditions. 

The point to bear in mind about this 
is whether the Federal Government has 
a responsibility for the welfare of its 
various component states and sections 
im time of disaster or whether these

juice. 

In the case of Texas, the President 
made his decision on the side of federal 
help. Under any basis of reasoning, he 
must have concluded that welfare of 
the whole federal union is determined 


by the \welfare of its separate parts and. 


that the resources of Texas are as im- 
portanto the nation’s economic strength 
as areAhose of any other state or section. 

der Franklin Roosevelt's New 
Deal, maligned today as “socialism,” 
such projects as TVA, REA and other 
resources conservation and development 
programs in certain areas were under- 
taken to correct disaster conditions that 
were contributing to a progressive pa- 
ralysis of the entire national economy. 

Our national income per capita to- 
day is 40 per cent greater than it was 
25 years ago, even after we make full 
allowance for the lower purchasing 
power of the dollar. Millions of Ameri- 
cans have been raised out of poverty. 

The job was done not by penalizing 
certain sections for the benefit of others, 
but by helping to correct disaster con- 
ditions that were dragging down the 
entire economy of the nation. 

The Midwestern dustbowl was not 
just a Midwestern problem. Midwest- 
ern states could not solve it separately 
and alone. The progressive deteriora- 
tion of the Tennessee Valley was sap- 
ping the economic strength of a far 
greater area than the valley. 

In the arguments about states’ rights 
and what is and what is not socialism, 
it is important to remember that a 
disaster in Texas cannot be confined to 
Texas, no matter how badly we'd like 
to think. so.

Ike’s Divided Party 
Does Him No Good 


President Eisenhower’s troubles in 
getting his program through Congress, 
particularly in the field of foreign pol- 
icy, stem from a badly divided party. 

In foreign policy he must deal with 
at least three distinct groups. , 

There are those who favor an “Asia 
first, go it alone” approach to the prob- 
lem of communism: Although they do 
not publicly say so, they would risk 
an all-out, no-holds-barred crusade 
against the Communist-dominated coun- 
tries comprising 800,000,000 of the 
world’s population. And they would 
do it alone, if necessary. General Mac- 
Arthur and the McCarthy group in 
Congress are leaders of this wing. 

There is another group that would 
have the United States bring home its 
troops, withhold all aid and leave the 
rest of the world to shift for itself. 
These are the isolationists who imag- 
ine that the United States could sur- 
vive in magnificent splendor and free- 
dom in a world otherwise run from 
Moscow. They are the economizers and 
tax cutters. Followers of Senator Taft 
are in this group—the Midwestern wing. 

The third group consists of those 
who are allied with President Ejisen- 
hower’s middle-of-the-road approach 
of giving aid and encouragement, of 
building the free world’s strength, of 
leading the free peoples in their strug- 
gles to remain free and of encourag- 
ing the enslaved to free themselves. 
This-is the Vandenberg-Dewey wing. 

These divisions make the adminis- 


' tration’s objectives difficult of attain- 


ment. Even though action on many im- 
portant measures will be postponed 
until the next session of Congress, there 
seems little chance that the divisions 
will become less pronounced in the 
interim. The President must look to 
the Democrats for the deciding votes 
for most of his. program.

Old Man Boll Weevil 


Comes Out in Numbers: 


Georgia is experiencing: the worst 
boll weevil year since 1950, according 
to Dr. C. R. Jordan, entomologist for 
the University of Georgia Extension 
Service. He warns that farmers have 
a “fight on their hands if they are to 
realize a profit from their cotton crop 
this year.”’ 

Surveys show that the hot, humid 
weather and frequent showers have 
caused weevils to emerge from hiber- 
nation in large numbers. The count on 
spot-checked farms shows weevil infes- 
tation ranging from nine to 1,150 wee- 
vils per acre, with an average of 385 
per acre. 

Unchecked, the weevil crop will run 
into the hundreds of thousands before 
summer is over. The toll can run into 
millions at the expense of the farmers’ 
pocketbooks. 

Since this is perhaps the last year 
that Georgia farmers will be able to 
grow cotton free of quotas, it behooves 
them to take every possible measure to 
bring the weevil under control. 
creased production could make up for 
some of the drop in price that is already 
being felt.

Turns to Clergy 


WASHINGTON—The clergy seems to be 
coming into the Washington picture—espe- 


cially as the various dongressional commit- 
tees investigating communism get them- 


selves tangled up in a controversy that never 
would have happened but for the persistent 
attempt of certain mischief-making forces 
in America to distort the true meaning of 
what is being done by congressional com- 
mittees to expose disloyalty to the United 


States. 

The problem of Communist conspiracy 
in America is a problem of wrongdoing 
by individuals—not institutions. Infiltration 

of Communism has 

occurred in pearly all 

institutions —the_ the- 

ater, the press, the 

clergy, the colleges, the 

Jabor unions and the 

business enterprises of 

the land. The Federal 

Bureau of Investigation 

cannot expose it unless 

a crime has been com- 

mitted that can _ be 

Seer proved before the time 
limit ag eresecution expires, and also much 
of the damage to American security can 
be done without violating any laws. Ex- 
posure is the weapon repeatedly chosen 
by Congress through authorizations given 
by overwhelming vote to investigating com- 


“mittees for the last 20 years or more. It 


is just as much the right of the legislative 
branch of the government to expose wrong- 
doing as it is the right of the executive 
branch to prosecute law violations or not 
to prosecute within its discretion. 


Many of the witnesses before congres- 
sional committees claim that they would 
gladly tell about their own participation, 
but they don’t want to do it publicly. But 
very few who claim immunity from ques- 
tioning before a congressional committee 
have been willing to tell the FBI anything, 
even confidentially, though it is well known 
how absolutely the FBI protects an in- 
formant. 

It certainly arouses suspicion to find a 
witness who refuses to tell something under 
oath and then makes a_ public state- 
ment of his views to the press, never ex- 
plaining why he wouldn’t say the same 
thing under oath. But when the same in- 
dividual makes a false statement under 
oath before a congressional committee and 
witnesses turn up later to dispute it, there 
can be a perjury trial and punishment. 


‘‘A man has certain rights as a citizen 
of this great republic of ours,’’ said Bishop 


Fulton Sheen of New York in a speech. 
before the graduating class of the National 


Academy of the FBI. ‘‘But these congres- 
sional committees’ separate rights from 
duties. They say, ‘I stand on my constitu- 
tional rights.’ If they do not recognize their 
Constitutional duties, they surrender their 
Constitutional rights. How can a man claim 
the privileges of this great Constitution and 
this great democracy of ours without recog- 
nizing that he has certain moral obligations 
to it?’’

Has Oil Industry 
Stubbed Its Toe? 


WASHINGTON—Oil has always got very 
fine treatment in Washington. But it seems 
to have stubbed its toe now. 


The consuming public, which never got 
much agitated over the special favors and 
privileges of all sorts. granted to the in- 
.; dustry by Congress and 

: 8 ‘various administrations, 
is now boiling up over 
something it can under- 
stand, because it can 
feel it very plain in the 
sensitive pocketbook 
nerve. 

This is the increase 

in the price. of gasoline, 

itself reflecting the 25- 

cent boost per barrel 

. in the price of crude oil 

which the big companies decreed suddenly, 

in the middle of June, out of a clear sky, 
and all at once, like-a tiller chorus. 


As a result, a veteran of 26 years in 
Congress, Rep. Charles A. Wolverton (Rep., 
N. J.), has become very inquisitive, and 
most caustically so. So have other mem- 
bers of the House interstate and foreign 
commerce committee, of which he js chair- 
man, as they pry day after day into oil 
price increases. 


The chairman and his committee are 
digging into other matters which the oil 
industry would just as well not have brought 
before the public. They are embarrassing, 
in particular the tax favors and privileges 
which the industry has been granted by 
Congress from time to time. 


There is, for instance, the 2714-cent de- 
pletion allowance, which is just a flat re- 
duction. There is the credit allowed on 
drilling expenses. Also, big oil companies 
have been among the industries granted tax 
write-offs for construction of additional 
plant capacity for defense contracts of one 
sort and another. 


Chairman Wolverton makes much of 
these special privileges in connection with 
the oil price advance. He points to the 
depletion allowance and the drilling credit 
and observes that almost 50 per cent of 
the cost of drilling is paid by the govern- 
ment. In view of these allowances, he con- 
tinues, why cannot the oil companies oper- 
ate profitably without jacking up the price 
of crude oil 25 cents a barrel at this time? 

They can, of course, as he then demon- 
strated by breaking down the financial 
statements of the various companies. 


Oil corporation executives don’t like to 
have the help they get from the govern- 
ment brought up; for that belies the pose 
of rugged individualism that the industry 
likes to assume. The industry is, of course, 
entitled to a depletion allowance; but 2744 
per cent is fantastic and out of all reason, 
as Treasury tax experts have been insist- 
ing for years. 

So rarely does the public have a cham- 
pion on the oil issue in Congress that it 
should support Mr. Wolverton—and let him 
know about it.

TATE MOUNTAIN—It was a day that 
teased and tantalized from dawn to dusk, 
passing all the seasons in review, as if to 
show the one-day visitors the changing 
faces of mountain weather. It was, at 
times, as bland and gentle as ee as hot 
as burning summer, as Te 
crisp as autumn and, 
for one strange half- / 4 
hour, as clammy-cold 
as deepest winter. But 
to everyone it brought 
some small and gra- 
cious gift. 

For the bass fisher- 
man, casting his lure 
along the brushy banks, 
there were the drifting 
scattered clouds which 
dappled the shallows with the pools of 
shadow where bass like to lie and feed; 
and brusque little thunder squalls, filled 
with icy rain, that filled the air with an 
electric tension and stirred the fish to 
action. 

For the bream fisherman, anchored sol- 
idly over the deep waters, there were long 
hours of unbroken sun that fixed the mind 
in that pleasant torpor which a man must 
achieve before he can happily fish for 
bream—a kind of sun-struck hypnosis, in 
which the only sense left alive is the sense 
of touch, which responds when a fat bream 
hits the cawtawba worm and the feel of his 
frantic tugging comes up from the depths, 
like an electric shock, along the line and 
down the quivering pole and through the 
forearm into the innermost depths of the 
fisherman’s soul. 

For those who summered siowly on the 
dock, drowsily turning with the moving sun, 


bite from sunburned hide. For those who 
sought neither fish nor sun, but with the 
wisdom of years snoozed the day away in 
hammocks swung beneath the shade of 
trees, there was the blessing of an amiable 
little breeze that came and romped awhile 
and scampered away again like the casual 
visitation of a friendly puppy. 

Of all the day’s changing moods, though, 
the strangest came in the early afternoon 
to chase away the blistering midday heat. 
Suddenly there was no sun and the ghost 
of February walked the mountain. Cold fog 
rolled down the valley, shrouding lake and 
hill in a thick, white mist. 

There was cold in the heart of the cloud, 
and folk who an hour before were grateful 
for a cooling breeze thought suddenly of 
oak logs burning on a hearth, and the good 
feel of wool against the skin.

6. I will refuse to support any organiza- 
tion that has for its purpose the spreading 
of anti-Semitism, anti-Catholicism or anti- 
Protestantism. 

7. I will establish comradeship with 
those who seek to exalt the spirit of love 
and reconciliation throughout the world. 

8. I will attribute to those who differ 
from me the same degree of sincerity that 
I claim for myself. 

9. I will uphold the civil rights and reli- 
gious liberties of all citizens and groups 
whether I agree with them or not. 

10. I will do more than live and let 
live—I will live and help live. 

To those commandments, I would add 
the s of Christ: ‘‘Thou shalt love the 
Lord thy\God . . .Thou shalt love thy neigh- 
bor as thyself’ (Matt.

small octopus and Didi felt he 
was too large a drink for it. 
If Dumas was timid, the octo- 
pus was downright terrorized. 
It writhed desperately to es- 
cape the four-armed monster of 
a man and succeeded in break- 
ing loose. It made off by slow 
jet propulsion, exuding spurts 
of its famous ink. 

Soon we were handling any 
size of cephalopod we found. 
Dumas became a sort of danc- 
ing instructor to devilfish. He 
would select an unwilling pupil, 
hold it firmly and gently and 
gyrate around, inducing the 
creature to follow. 

The bashful animal usually 
refused to fasten its suction 
cups to flesh. Didi tried to wrap 
the tentacles around his bare 
arm in the familiar blood- 
drinking position, but without 
success. The octopus would not 
retain the grip. Didi forced the 
suction cups against his arms 
and succeeded in obtaining a 
brief adhesion, quite easy to re- 
move, leaving momentary 
marks on his skin. 


ADAPTABLE OCTOPUS 

The octopus has remarkable 
adaptability. Dumas deter- 
mined that, by patiently play- 
ing with tHem until he met 
some response. Usually octopi 
were most submissive when 
very tired. Dumas would re- 
lease an exhausted octopus and 
let it jet: away with its legs 
trailing. 

The octopus has two distinct 
means of locomotion. It can 
crawl efficiently on hard sur- 
faces. Its method of swimming 
consists of inflating the head, 
or valva, with water and jetting 
the fluid to achieve moderate 
speed. Dumas 
overtake the animal.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 7—It was a little over a 
year ago, or maybe more, that Hiram Bithorn came to 
his vagrant death on the sidewalk, of a dusty little town 
in Lower California. There was ‘all sorts of mystery 
about the way he arrived at his end, at the point of the 
gun in a Mexican policeman’s hand. 

The jabbering cop said that the Puerto Rican was the leader 
of a Communist ring. The baseball people who know Bithorn back 
in the States said that was a big joke. Bithorn hated the Reds. 

Especially those he pitched against 
tees when he was with the Chicago Cubs. 

: He also hated Bolsheviks and 
one-day when the Cubs were play- 
ing the Dodgers he demonstrated 
the depth of his hate.

sell his car, figuring he’d get more for it. He had no license on it 
and the cop spotted him. What took place next is a little jumbled, 
but an argument took place and didn’t end until the cop drilled 
Bithorn on the sidewalk. There was no hospital in this isolated 
village, and it was a long time before they could get Bithorn on 
his way to Victoria, where the nearest hospital was located. 

He never reached it. Death came to the unfortunate pitcher 
on the road to Victoria. 


—Nobody Came for Bithorn

returned to the scene of the crime. And Nashville hasn’t for- 
gotten, nor has anybody else who saw it. 


Rollie Hemsley managed Nashville in ’49 when the Vols last Fa 
got the All-Star game. Whale-shaped Fred Walters managed the | 3F 


All-Stars, who went into the ninth inning that night leading, 9-6. 
Bithon was pitching for the Vols on the last leg of an unsteady 
run that once produced 18 victories for the Cubs one season. The 
All-Stars hit everything Bithorn threw at them, but Hemsley sat 
tight and let the Puerto Rican take a murderous beating while 
the All-Stars stacked up nine more runs. 

It is an All-Star memory they never forget, for Bithorn was 
struggling to keep his career alive with an arm that didn’t have | 
it any more. That exhibition finished him off.

In the small type of a North Carolina paper the other day, 
there was a story of Woody Rich and how the old-timer had won 
his fourth game for a Class D team in the Tar Heel League. A 
year ago, Rich was in New Orleans as an elected member of the 
Southern Association All-Star squad.

More than 100,000 pounds of 
clothing are on the way to Ko- 
rea from generous Atlantans. 

The first report of the metro- 
politan area’s contributions to 
the recent ‘‘Clothes for Korea’ 
drive came Tuesday from Mrs. 
W. FE. Drummond, general 
chairman. 


NATIONWIDE PROJECT 


An interfaith project led by 
local churchwomen, the drive 
was the ‘‘most harmonious affil- 
jation of religious denominations 
in the city’s history,’’ in Mrs.

Civic groups joined churches 
in canvassing neighborhoods for 
durable, used clothing in a

Acrilan should be washed in 
warm or medium water. Bluinz 
and bleach may be used if 
necessary.

Amebic Dysentery | 


Due to Contamination 


Amebic dysentery is common | 
in the tropics, including coun- | 
tries such as Mexico. This does 
not mean that the disease is | 
rare in cooler climates. Here | 
in the United States, for exam- | 
ple, the incidence varies from 
2 to 20 per cent depending upon 
the locality. 

The causative ameba passes 
from one person to another in a 
variety of ways. The outbreak 
in a Chicago hotel 20 years ago 
resulted from a defective cross- 
connection between the drinking 
and sewage pipes. 

In other cases the infection 
is propogated through careless- 
ness or complete absence of 
sanitation, as in tropical coun- 
tries. 

Contamination of food occurs 
through infected food handlers 
which has led many states and 
counties to set up rigid rules 
barring carriers from working 
as cooks and waiters. 

Once the endameba histolyt- 
ica is swallowed, a new poten- 
tial victim is in the making. 
The parasite passes through the 


fumagillin, or neomycin is | 
used instead. The old reliable, 


emetine, also may come up for | 


a turn, especially when there 
is diarrhea or one of its com- 
plications. 

All these remedies have their 
advantages or disadvantages. 
The goal is to get rid of the 
parasites as fast as possible 
which means that every single 
ameba must be eliminated, in- 
cluding those imbedded deep 
in the intestinal wall.

At Camp Fire 


Little girls usually do not take too kindly to cray- 
fish, salamanders and frogs but at Ko-Wee-Ta, the South 
Fulton Camp Fire Girls’ day camp, girl campers keep 
plenty of the “fishy” creatures on hand. 


A woman's world, in the out- 
door realm of man, Ko-Wee-Ta 
offers such lures as swimming, 
handicraft, a ‘night out’’ in 
cabin and outdoor cooking to the 
girls. 

Although principally a day 
camp where the girls attend 
from 9:30 a. m. to 3:30 p. m., the 
older girls spend one night 
the camp and prepare their din- 
ner over an open fire. 

‘‘Dinner’’ consists mostly of 
**slumgullion,’’ a mixture of vege- 
tables and meat cooked in a 
big pot. The ordinary noon-day 
meal is always brought from 
home with milk furnished the 
campers by Camp Fire head- 
quarters. 


PRIVATE CAMPSITE 

Ko-Wee-Ta is a private camp- 
site that has been leased by the 
Camp Fire Girls and is located 
southwest of Atlanta near College 
Park. 

Camp Fire officials say the site 
was originally an Indian reser- 
vation so the modern day resi- 
dents have divided themselves 
into four groups and distinguished 
their ‘‘teepees’’ with Indian 
names. 

Cherokee, Arapaho, Navajo and 
Seminole are the camping groups. 
The main lodge at the camp is 
known as ‘“‘Wic-Wammis.’”’ _In- 
dian crafts also have been insti- 
tuted at camp sessions to retain 
some of the camp traditions.
